September usually signals the end of 
summer—so, what would be a better way to 
say farewell to the pleasant days and good 
times we enjoyed this summer than to relive 
our experiences and revisit favorite summer 
scenic spots through our slides* 

The Metropolitan Stereo Club will do 
just that on September 11 when the "Summer 
Scenic” competition will inaugurate a new 
series of inter-club contests. Every MSCer 
is requested to submit three slides (two or 
three slides will be judged, depending upon 
the number of entries). Any type of scenic 
slide will be welcome—mountain views, shots 
of the shore, city scenes—all are eligible 
for this competition. The only requirement 
is that the slides entered must have a sce¬ 
nic subject as the main center of interest. 
That is, a shot of a gorgeous gal in a bi¬ 
kini with only a glimpse of beach in the 
background would not be considered a scenic, 
the opinions of the male contingent notwith¬ 
standing. Humans, animals, and mechanical 
contrivances may appear in the pictures but 
only as adjuncts to the scenery. 

It is of the utmost importance that the 
slides entered in the competition be glass 
mounted for projection. All slides should 
bear a thumb-spot in the lower left hand 
comer as you would hold a slide to insert 
it into a hand viewer. The maker’s name and 
address and the slide title should appear 
on the front of the slide. It is most im¬ 
portant that this information appear on 
each and every slide entered. The job of 
the people accepting entries is much easier 
and the competition runs along so much more 
smoothly when the slides are properly la¬ 
beled and thumb-spotted. It is most diffi¬ 
cult to remember titles which are hurriedly 
shouted to the poor, overworked committee 
who are trying to get all the slides entered 
on the correct sheets and to keep the slides 
in order. Therefore, it has been decided 
that slides which do not bear the proper 
identification cannot be accepted for com¬ 
petition. 

Start now to sort through the slides you 
shot this summer and enter the September 
"Sumner Scenic" competition. Help to make 
this first contest in our new home a real 
smasher!

The first MSC Workshop of the 1959-60 
club year will be conducted on Friday, 
September 25, at the home of Adelaide and 
Phyllis Galician, 11 Schermerhorn Street, 
Brooklyn, New York, starting at 7:30 P.M. 

The September session will be the first 
in a series making up a complete course in 
stereo technique.
